WHY THE POINT SYSTEM SHOULD BE ENFORCED AT BRADLEY. 

By Henry X. Doubet. 

One of the perplexing problems among the Bradley students today is 
the point system. The Constitution of the Council in regard to the Regula¬ 
tion of Offices states, “That no person shall hold offices aggregating more than 
ten points,” yet exceptions have been made so many times that the point 
system has come to be regarded as a joke by many office seekers. The Council 
passed the Point System in order to keep certain persons from monopolizing 
the leadership in school activities. Its main purpose was to scatter the 
school offices among the student body at large and to have the various officers 
do better work by not attempting more duties than they could attend to. 
The idea was that a person holding positions aggregating ten points would be 
kept busy if he did his work properly. Some opponents of this system say 
it is scandalous to deprive the school of the valuable services of some certain 
person just for the point system. But it is evident that in a school as large 
as Bradley, there are persons, who, devoting their time to one office, could 
accomplish as much as one person who holds several. In a school of Bradley’s 
standing it appears selfish ,greedy and absolutely disloyal to the school for 
a person to disregard the point system and run for nomination when he knows

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that the school would receive more benefit if those offices were placed in the 
hands of a number of other students. The student body should realize that 
investing too many powers in one person will lead toward dissatisfaction of 
both parties. Hence they should take control of this flexible rule and also 
of this group of rule breakers who are injuring the advancement of the school 
by their selfishness. The Council passed the Point System to -encourage 
Democracy, but if the students continue disregarding it by heaping offices 
upon one person this great start is bound to be overruled. Thus we should 
consider a person who is running for an office and who, if elected, would 
have more than ten points in the same class with a student who gets through 
his course by cheating. We firmly believe that if the students would take 
this attitude they would be unwilling to be led blindly around, but 
would be able to pick out and crush the selfish office seeker who is willing to 
lower the standard of the school in order to establish personal gain through 
office monopolies. 


WHY THE POINT SYSTEM AT BRADLEY SHOULD BE ABOLISHED.

The point system was passed by the Council in 1913, in order to restrict 
the number of offices that any one person may hold at one time. Each office, 
whether it be listed as student administration or athletic supermacy, is as¬ 
signed a certain number of points and the rule declares that no one person 
should hold offices which combine over ten points. 

The points are listed as follows: 

Nine points for the Editor-in-Chief of the Tech or Polyscope. 

Eight points for the business manager of the Tech or Polyscope. 

Seven points for manager of the football, basketball, baseball, or track 
team or athletic play. 

Six points for President of the Y. M. C. A., Y. W. C. A., Senior Class 
or Council. 

Five points for assistant editor of the Tech or Polyscope, manager of 
tennis, or president of the Arts and Crafts Club. 

Four points for assistant business manager of the Tech or Polyscope 
or athletic play, captains of any one of the teams in the four major sports, 
president of the Junior class, member of the Council, of the Athletic Board, 
or of an athletic team. 

Three points for manager of an inter-division athletic team, member of 
the staff of the Tech or Polyscope, president of any club or organization not 
otherwise listed. 

•Two points for secretary or treasurer of any class, club or organization. 

One point for vice-president or member of a standing committee of any 
club, class or organization, and property man for a play. 

It is at once apparent that a man of exceptional merit and ability will be 
debarred from holding two or three important offices, not because he may not 
be the best qualified man in school for those offices, but simply because he 
would run over the ten points allowed him. For instance, the same man 
could rot be business manager of the Polyscope and a member of the foot- 
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ball team, although the duties connected with each fall at opposite ends of 
the school year, and for which the qualifications are often to be found in the 
same man. Again: the manager of the football team can not be a mem¬ 
ber of the Athletic Board, no matter how well qualified he may be for the 
office. And so a great number of combinations of offices can be thought of, 
which, for the general welfare of the school, should be held by one man, but 
which, because of this point system is contrary to the laws of the Council. 

The second argument that we would bring up against the point system 
is one in which w^e endeavor to show that the points assigned to certain offices 
and the failure to assign points to another high office are not equitable. Ask 
any man who is at all familiar with the athletic situation in any college and 
he will tell you that the captaincy of a team is an office more to be desired 
and more sought after than the managership of that team. But under the 
point system the manager is charged up with seven points and the captain 
with but four! The property man of a play is credited with one point. That 
is a job about on a par with a chore boy on the farm. On that basis why not 
assign a point to the fellow who waits on the table at the athletic banquet? 
Then a member of the college debating team is allowed to be passed by with¬ 
out a single point being charged against him. 

The third main argument that we would offer against the point system 
is that the Council has not seen fit to enforce it against the very men it was 
aimed at when passed. We think that the Council in one way has done 
right in allowing certain men with peculiar qualifications to be excepted. 
But on the other hand the Council must be held culpable for not enforcing 
one of its own laws. If the point system is not enforced and is not seen fit 
by the Councl to be enforced, then why should it be allowed to remain on 
the Council Rule Book? A law unenforced is far worse than no law at all! 


Editor's Note —The two articles appearing above, regarding the Point 
System were submitted as examples of editorials in the English 6 class. As 
they are of unusual merit, and discuss a topic of great local interest, it was 
decided to reproduce them in The Tech.

It deserves the support of the student 
body just as much as do the athletic teams. Let’s have a big crowd out 
December 8th.

INDUSTRIAL SURVEY OF PEORIA. 

Several months ago the United States Bureau of Education was asked 
to make a survey of Bradley Institute with reference to determiniig what 
new courses should be developed here. Accordingly Dr. P. P. Claxton, 
U. S. Commissioner of Education, Dr. W. T. Bawden, specialist in Industrial 
Education, and Dr, Capen, specialist in Higher Education visited the In¬ 
stitute in September and determined what data must be collected to serve 
the purpose of the Bureau in making its recommendations. One important 
part of this data has to do with the industries and the future industrial dev¬ 
elopment of the city of Peoria and the territory immediately surrounding. 
This part of the work of the survey has therefore been turned over to a spcial 
committee, and as the data gained through the survey will be of as much 
value to the public schools and to the merchants and manufacturers of Peoria 
as to Bradley Institute, the Commissioner of Education invited both of these 
institutions to co-operate with Bradley Institute in the work. 

The result is that the following executive committee on the Educational 
Survey of the Industries has been formed: Charles A. Bennett, Chairman, 
Principal W. N. Brown, of the Manual Training High School, and Alderman 
C. W. La Porte, of the Peoria Association of Commerce. This committee 
will determine what data should be obtained and inaugurate ways and means 
of getting it. Sub-committees will be formed representing the various in¬ 
dustries or groups of industries and these committees will help in securing 
and tabulating the data. 

In order to give the work an official character and to come under the 
regulations of the U. S. Bureau of Education, Professor Bennett has been 
designated as special investigator for the Bureau, and will therefore represent 
the Government in the local work. 

This survey is going to give the students this year an unusual opportunity 
to learn something of the methods of procedure in this new phase of educa¬ 
tional activity. 


A WORD FROM MR. PAYNE. 

Altho Mr. Payne has left Bradley Institute for a time, his interest in 
Bradley and her various activities is just as keen as ever before. The “Tech” 
is in receipt of a very interesting letter from him accompanied by a crisp 
dollar bill, the subscription price for the year. “I simply could not do with¬ 
out it,” he writes, “and I’ll let everything go when it comes.” 
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Mr. Payne inquires particularly regarding Bradley “pep”: “I wish you 
fellows could see the ‘pep’ that the students show here; they are getting some 
fun out of their school life; they are learning some of life’s great lessons out 
on the campus, such as leadership, co-operation, initiative, self-control and 
others. These cannot be learned in any class room, and it is the part of 
school ‘training for life’ that the ‘grinds’ and ‘candy-feds’ miss entirely. We 
hold Bradley meetings here on the campus regularly, whenever I meet Mr. 
Graper, Mr. Everley, Miss Shopbell and Mr. Smith, former superintendent 
of the Peoria schools, ‘How is Bradley ‘pep’ this year?’ ” 

This is a question to which we might take notice. It is to Mr. Payne 
that we are deeply indebted for the great awakening experienced here last 
year, only after he had proved that the Bradley “pep” was dead or dormant. 
Let us not disappoint him this year. 

Beside giving a great deal of time to study this year, Mr. Payne has been 
appointed assisting scholar and has entire charge of the practice teaching at 
Speyer School, which is the model school of Teachers’ College. He also 
teaches evening apprentice classes at Pratt Institute. 


IN THE MILL SHOP. 

During the past month, the class in woodworking 31 has been divided 
into two sections, each working alternately under Mr. Hurff and Mr. Siepert. 

The work under Mr. Hurff has consisted of the making of eighteen draw¬ 
ing tables of the same design as used at Bradley, for Mr. F. H. Evans, of 
Toledo University, Toledo, Ohio. One thousand feet of lumber were used 
in their manufacture, and owing to the fact the day class is very small, eight 
or nine of Mr. Siepert’s class were turned over to Mr. Hurff for two periods 
a day and the work was turned out in just four weeks. This is by no means a 
small job for a manual training school. The tables were made in knock¬ 
down form and part of the work consisted in crating them ready for shipment. 

Two other large pieces of work are just being turned out for Miss Scullin 
of the sewing department, consisting of a large case of drawers, and a desk- 
table. The order for these has been of long standing, but as a reward the 
department will receive an unusually fine piece of work. 

The class is now working on a handsome set of dining-room chairs to be 
delivered to Miss Bell of the Girls’ Athletic Department, to be put in the ex¬ 
amination room. 

The evening class this year is a record breaker, fourteen students having 
registered and prospects are good for one as large next quarter. A number of 
excellent pieces are being made, such as cedar chests, buffets, library tables, 
and dining chairs. The junior normal class has seen the great need of the 
experience of this- work and the majority of the students are taking the night 
work. 

Mr. Hurff has resolved this year to hold over some of the products of 
the shop for exhibition purposes. Heretofore when such exhibits as the 
Implement Show, Made in Peoria Show, and the like were held, it has been 
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his lot to pick up just such odds and ends as were available, but this year it 
is his plan to produce something that will show the real worth of this ad¬ 
vanced shop and reserve it for that purpose. A certain set of furniture, such 
as a dining set will be made, and later sold, and a different set made. 


BIRD HOUSES. 

The senior class in woodwork under Mr. Siepert has spent some time on 
the subject of bird houses, because of the fact that a great many leading 
cities have taken up the proposition. Several of them hold big exhibits 
annually in which prizes are offered. 

One of the biggest of these exhibits ever held was that of St. Paul, Minn., 
which completely filled the coliseum with a capacity of 10,000 people. Six 
thousand bird houses were exhibited and orders to the amount of $1,000.00 
were taken for houses to be delivered after the exhibit. More people at¬ 
tended this exhibit than the annual automobile show. 

Last year Allegheny, Pa. produced approximately 15,000 houses, and the 
Bird Lovers’ Association of Cleveland, O. gave orders to the public schools 
for a large number. Mr. Edward Anderson, of Seattle, Wash., formerly a 
student of Bradley, sold houses made by his students to department stores 
in dozen lots, and made enough money to equip' the athletic team. The 
Association of Commerce of Peoria has planned to conduct an exhibit at the 
coliseum in February or March next. 

Aside from their 
study of the subject 
one of our classes took 
up the actual work of 
building a large 
martin house, which 
is shown in the cut, 
from plans originally 
evolved in the class. 

The house provides 
accommodations for 
twenty-four families, 
and is equipped with 
a ventilating system. 

A single opening leads 
from the rear of each compartment, to a large central shaft and thence to the 
open air. It is also furnished with an arrangement by which the floors of 
all compartments can be dropped simultaneously, thus keeping out the bother¬ 
some sparrows when the martins have migrated. 


A MISTAKE In the last minute rush before going to press last month, a 
mistake was made by the printers of confusing the cuts in the advertisements 
of two men’s' clothing establishments. An attempt will be made by our 
proof reader to see that such an error will not occur again. 
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SENIOR THESES. 

The thesis topics have been selected and approved by Mr. Bennett for 
the members of the senior class, and their faculty advisors named. The topics 
cover an exceptionally wide and varied field, and a large number are on sub¬ 
jects which are under discussion at the present time, so that much valuable 
information should be contained in the completed theses. 


On Thursday, November 2, Mr. C. A. Bennett received an unexpected 
call to Milwaukee, to give an address before a Manual Arts and Home Eco¬ 
nomics department meeting of the Wisconsin State Teachers’ Association. 
Mr. Bennet.t spoke on “Three Methods of Teaching Manual Arts” and dis¬ 
cussed them. 


BEAUTIFYING THE CAMPUS. 

No, indeed! kind friend, that pile of freshly dug dirt between the Manual 
Arts buildings, does not mark the spot where something was buried;—that is 
to be a flower bed; watch it grow! 

The manual arts buildings and the surrounding grounds will be the center 
of a number of improvements that will be made this year. A number of 
things have already been done in the interior of the buildings to add to their 
beauty and improvement, and now that the work has begun on the grounds, 
the coming year will see many changes from time to time. •

BRADLEY ELEVEN FALLS BEFORE NORMAL IN FOOTBALL. 

In its last out-of-town game the Bradley football team went down in 
defeat to Normal before a cyclone attack of forward passes, the final score 
being 16-6. 

The contest as witnessed by some 125 Bradley students was a desperately

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fought one. In most cases the Bradley men fought like demons for every 
inch but greater experience and weight told to no small extent. The great 
factor in the defeat was the luck which followed the Normalites. At the 
start of the game many of the red and white men were rattled and fumble 
followed fumble with a gray jersey almost always recovering. Of the many 
forward passes attempted by the hilltoppers a few were successful, a few fell 
to the ground, but a greater number sailed squarely into some Normal player’s 
arms. Not one Normal pass was intercepted by a Bradley player during 
the game. 

Hanson was the big factor in the Normal win. He scored every one of 
the Normal points himself while his punting was no small factor. Three 
times Coach Russel’s half back place-kicked from beyond the 30-yard line, 
once he crossed the goal line with a perfect forward pass and kicked the goal.

Nineteen’’ field. 

To mention any of the local players seems hardly fair as most everyone 
played his head off. Reynolds and Minton gained most of the ground around 
the wings, while C. A. Stewart was the only man who could go through the 
line at all. Neff, as usual, played a remarkable game at tackle. 

Normal relied entirely upon forward passes and worked them with as¬ 
tonishing regularity. In fact the game was one pass after another. Reynolds 
scored Bradley’s only counter on a pretty pass from Daily. 

Normal did not gain more than 10 yards throughout the entire game 
through Bradley’s line or around the ends. 

Things looked bad for the locals when Normal scored 10 points in the 
first quarter. After Bradley had held Normal for 3 downs on the 22 yard 
line, Hansen fell back beyond the 30 yard line and booted a pretty place kick 
from the hands of “Dad” Courtwright. Shortly before the end of the quarter 
Courtwright placed a long pass into the waiting hands of Hansen who stepped 
across the goal line for the first touchdown of the game. 

The second quarter saw Hansen drop another place kick across the bar, 
this time from a fairly difficult angle on the 35 yard line. The first half ended 
with Bradley on the short end of a 13-0 score. 

Having received a terse lecture, it was a different Bradley team that 
entered the game in the second half. Minton, Reynolds and Stewart carried 
the ball for big gains, and despite two penalties took the ball well into foreign 
territory. Here Daily shot a long pass to Reynolds, who sprinted 15 yards 
down the side-line for a touchdown. Daily made a poor kick out and the 
angle was too difficult for Robinson to kick the goal.
